The ear bone<L or otoliths, of the lake 
drum are often carried as amulets by 
the negro ftabei^en and others of tbe 
sot\tb and are atoo prized by tbe boys 
of Wisconsin and elsewhere in the 
west who calf them "lucky stones.” 
perhaps In alloslon to tbe fact that 
they are marked by a figure which re¬ 
sembles the letter L. The New Eng¬ 
land fishermen carry a lucky bone 
which they find In the bead of the cod 
fish. It Is abelMike and narrow, with 
a length of three-fourths of au luoh. 
The edge Is notched, while tbe color 
Is a pearly white. Many of them coii- 
siiJer’lt a g(*otl plan to carry two bones, 
as that will make their luck doubly 
sure, but they ooth should be from the 
h»*nd of the same fish. 

lu the Hawaiian Islamls the appear 
ance of the ulul, a small flat fish wlin li 
visits the IsIaiKls only occasioually. is 
regarded as u sure precursor of the 
death of a high chief or one of the ro.x- 
ul family. 

The ancients supposed that the seal 
enjoyed immunity from lightning, and 
among those who borrowed the protec¬ 
tion of Its skin was the Emperor Au 
gustus, who ul'A'ays wore a belt of seal 
fur. The Idea arose from the fancy 
that the seal s.teeps most profoundly lu 
thunderstorms.

Pearls were 
supposed to be sea dew which the oys¬ 
ter drank In and by some mystic chem¬ 
istry transformed Into gems, which 
were soft until the sun shoue on them, 
and then they hardenexl. It was sup¬ 
posed that on cloudy nights the oyster 
secreted dark pearls and ou moonlight 
nights clear x\hite pearls. 

Tbe Japanese fishermen rarely if 
ever utilize the turtles taken In their 
nets, but, •writing some obaracters ou 
their backs, torn them loo.-xe. It Is be¬ 
lieved that a turtle so treatexl will 
guide the fisherman back to land 
should he ever t>e lost at sea.—New 
York Tribune,

Colonel Evans In his book on Califor¬ 
nia speaks of "buck fever'’ as being 
one of the most violent diseases which 
over attackexi the human system. It 
has been the undoing qf many an ex¬ 
perienced hunter, but la the case cited 
by Colonel Evans It proved to be tbe 
making of a reputation. 

farmer la Illinois named Wheeler 
had never fired a gun.

The Japanese are ruthless in tlieir 
tampering with nature.

They breed 
the domestic cock with enormously 
long tails after the same principle. 
They first select a bird with a goxxl 
tall, giving him a very high perch to 
stand on: then with weights they drag 
the tall downward, carrjing on the 
same system ■with the finest specimens 
of his desoeudauLs till a tall almost as 
long as a peacock’.s Is prixluced at last.

Thlj celebrated atew originated in 
Brunawlck county, Va., from which It 
take# Ita name—a county moat famooa 
In antebellum days for Its perfect 
cuisine and gastronomlcal predilec¬ 
tions. Tbe originator was either Mr. 
Haskins or Mr, Stlth, each claiming 
daring a long life the distinction of 
having made the first stew and dying 
without a proper adjustment of the con¬ 
troversy. While made everywhere In 
the habitable glolxe. It is seldom made 
properly. It was Introduced in Paris 
by Judge John T. Mason of Virginia. 
Only In Brunswick county Is this stew 
BO appetizing, so piquant In the season¬ 
ing to be found In all Us perfection. 
To tills remark of the writer made to 
a gentleman In the far south be re¬ 
plies, "Tbe egotism of a Virginian 
' suggests [lerfectlon In all things there. 
[ and the slow pace of the state ample 
time to arrive at it.” The re<'l{>e Is as 
follows: One of three kinds of meat Is 
used—lamb, chicken or squirrel. If 
chicken, It Is first parboiled, cut up as 
If to fry, the outer sklii removed, then 
put ou lu hot water—a-plenty to cover 
' It—a large onion cut tine, a large slice 
of middling meat cut fine, black and 
' red pepper In abundance and salt, 
j After cooking until the bones can be 
extracted, aud hot water added If not 
enough, corn cut off the cob auxl to¬ 
matoes chopped flue are added, with 
half a pound of butter, more pepp.'*r 
and salt. Before serving add stalo 
light breadcrumbs. Never add Irish 
potatoes or butter beaus or any vege- 
tabi# aav# com aud top/itoes. Bep'e 
In a tureen. It should be me conalst-
